“Vicious 
hoodlums,” unless they are breaking the laws 
in Miami, are not amenable to prosecution in 
Miami for laws they might have broken in other 
States. 

If venal law enforcement officials in Miami 
are giving it a black name, then that also is 
a civic problem, one which, unless checked, 
will lose business just as surely as closing of 
all pleasure spots. Miami knows this well, and 
one may expect there will be struck a more or

Peace Through Preparedness 


National Defense Week is now being cele- 
brated all over the nation. Georgia and Atlan- 
ta are taking full share in the program. Special 
speakers are appearing before various organi- 
zations, patriotic addresses are featured over 
the air waves and many downtown stores are 
displaying the national flag. 

“Peace through Preparedness” is the slogan 
for the week. It is a slogan that should be taken 
to heart by every American and, especially, by 
every true lover of peace who hopes he will 
1ever again have to witness his country taking 
part in war. 

Preparedness for defense is utterly essential 
for any nation in this age of aggression and 
devotion to the gospel of might. makes right. 
It matters little whether or not a nation pos- 
sesses anything to arouse the cupidity of 
another power. But slender excuse is needed by 
the dictatorships which live on _ military 
strength and grow strong on the blood of their 
victims. Witness Poland, Finland, Czecho- 
Slovakia, etc. 

As a matter of cold fact the only reason why 
the tremendously wealthy United States of 
America has, as yet, been immune from the at- 
tacker is because of her defense. That defense 
consists chiefly of wide oceans, placed by na- 
ture to shield this nation from the invader. 
But, with the rapid advance of aviation and the 
rapid shortening of distance by the enhance- 
ment of transportation speed, the day is not so 
far distant when those oceans will be insuffi- 
cient defense. Then, unless they know, beyond 
question, that America has ships and men and 
guns and planes to defend herself against all 
comers, the greedy eyes of the despoilers will 
turn our way. 

Nationally, adequate defense means freedom 
from invasion, security and peace. Individually, 
preparedness through military training means, 
oftentimes, the difference between life or death 
for the soldier in war. Many an American boy 
died on the battlefields of France solely be- 
cause he was not adequately trained as a sol- 
dier. 

We.all pray that this country will never 
again know war. We knovy, if we listen to com- 
monsense, that preparedness is the _ surest 
guarantee of peace. 


It was Lord Tweedsmuir, governor-general 
of Canada, who died Sunday in Montreal. But 
ii was John Buchan, author and- journalist, 
soldier and public servant, whom the world 
lost. The son of a Scottish minister had come 
far to the throne on which he sat in Ottawa as 
representative of the King in the Dominion of 
Canada, the first commoner to come to that 
high seat. 

The tall and gaunt Buchan came to Cana- 
Ga no stranger in the ways of statecraft, but 
when he did the flow of his facile pen slowed 
and the world was deprived of one of its most 
fascinating story tellers. Wherever books are 
read, men knew the vicarious thrill of high 
adventure—among spies in the Scottish High- 
lands; in the forests where men stalked deer: 
in the dank places where witchcraft held full 
sway. From the days when he had published 
his first novel, “Sir Quixote’, at the age of 20, 
more than 100 novels, histories, biographies 
and essays emerged full grown from the great 
brain of the man. 

He fought in the Boer war, was decorated 
for bravery. He was introduced to politics by 
Lord Milner, serving as his secretary while Mil- 
ner was high commissioner for South. Africa. 
Almost without break from that. day he served 
the Crown. In the World War, which he en- 
tered as a journalist, he was intelligence offi- 
cer attached to the staff of Field Marshal Sir 
Douglas Haig. In 1935, when he was named 
governor-general, he sat. in the House of Com- 
mons for the Scottish universities, and in 1933 
and 1934 he had served as Lord High Commis- 
sioner to the General Assembly of the Church 
of Scotland, in which capacity he also served 
as the King’s representative. 

His human qualities have played no small 
part in bringing Canada and the United States 
even closer together during his tenure of of- 
fice. He became the first governor-general of 
Canada to visit the United States, and it was 
he who was responsible in large measure for 
the visit of the King and Queen to this country, 
and for the “good press” they received after a 
poor start. But these things will not long be 
remembered. His real immortality has been 
snared by the point of a swift-flowing pen.

IN DEFENSE OF THRIFT 
(From The Newark Call.) 

Frederick Hoadley, president of the Newark 
Provident Loan’ Association, in his annual report 
takes the refreshing stand that the Obligation of 
the small loan lenders is to assist their customers 
In getting out of debt, rather than urging them 
deeper into debt. 

This implies continuous effort toward reduc- 
tion, or at least against further heedless expan- 
Sion, of the growing total of debt created for 
consumption; “maintained for the profit of lend- 
ers and for the overstimulation of merchandise 
sales, tactfully named ‘consumer credit’ and fre- 
quently lauded as a beneficent modern invention ” 

The other side of the picture, according to Mr. 
Hoadley, is costly consumer debt, “in which the 
least prudent, least competent and lowest paid 
group outlasts the useful life of the goods in ex- 
change for which it is incurred and insidiously 
Saps the vigor and stamina of an important seg- 
ment of purchasing power.” 

The increasing accumulation of consumer debt, 
he says, is fostered by the example of the gov- 
ernment’s gigantic adventure in borrowing for 
consumption and “it is a prime duty of this and 
every other remedial loan association to contend 
against. and to do all in their power toward re- 
versing the dangerous trend from prudence and 
thrift.” 

With most of the commercial banks rushing 
into the small loan business and with competi- 
tion growing in making it easier to borrow, Mr. 
Hoadley’s views as a lender give much to think 
about.
